-A DISTINGUISHED CAREER. 

“The late General Pereira was 
born on January 26, 1865. He 
joined the Grenadier Guards, as a 
Lieutenant on August 23, 1884, was 
promoted to Captain November 4, 
1896, Major on May 2, 1900. From 
November 20, 1900 to February 27 
1902 he was on special service in 
China. From January 19, 1904 to 
March 16, 1905, Major Pereira was 
temporary Military Attaché at 
Seoul. On March 17, 1905 he was 
attached to the Japanese Army in 
Manchuria and remained with it 
until the end of the war with 
Russia. From 1905-1910, Major 
Pereira was Military Attaché to 
H. B. M. Legation in Peking, 

General Pereira, who was ed- 
ucated at the Oratory School, 
Edgbaston,saw home service from 
1884-1899. He was seconded for 
service with the Wei-hai-wei Regi- 
ment in 1900 and served with it 
through the Boxer Campaign, being 
slightly wounded near Tientsin 
carly in the campaign (mentioned 
in Despatches and DS.0.). He 
took part in operations in the 
Transvaal and Cape Colony in 
May 1902 for whichhe received the 
Queen’s Medal with Sure clasps. 

-In the European War, he saw 
setvice also, being mentioned in 
despatches, receiving the C.B. and 
the honorary rank ef Brigadier- 
General. 

Ta July ‘last, General Pereira 
was in Hongkong for a, short stay, 
when he related for China Mail 
readers the story of his travels in 
the land_ of the Llamas, known as 

“the roof of the world.” 

On July 16, General Pereira left 
Yunnanfu, in company with -Dr, 
Thompson of the C.M.S. bound for 
Batangy near the border. of Tibetia

rare’ now. to: find crates or 


bas ete of pouliry coming into the 


Colony. without.a. lining of some 
sort sufficient to prevent.the birds’ 
legs protruding through the bots 
tom, and::“the ‘conditions of 
storing inthe Bird Shops have con- 
siderably improved. ''The. Police 
haye’. helped. us. in a very 
great measure, by taking up 
cases which they have noticed. 

During the year we have doalt 
with 4 cases of ill-treatment of 
dogs in which complajnts -were 
lodged with us, and also with one 
case of ill-treatment .of cats in a 
bird shop. We-also intervened 
with’ satisfactory results. “in .two 

other cases of ‘cruelty to animals. 
A dog belonging to'strolling actors 
which was very much emaciated 
was seized arid takea to the. Dogs 

ome, 

We have extendéd our nik to 
the New Territories and ‘visits are 
now ‘belng paid to the’ market 
centres. Trains‘ and railway. sta- 
tions are being visited and instruc- 
tion given where necessary. 

In February, asefzure:of cats was 
made on-board one ‘of the Canton 
steamers, thus proving the traffic in 


_| cats to exist, and \E:have seen on 


several occasions: cats on board, 
and. going on board, the River 


. steamers, in baskets which were too 


small for them: ' We ‘had one case 
in which several crates’ of poultry’

desired. There are all sorts of 
animals from puppies to Hons which 
pass through the Colony, and the 
Bird ‘Shops are the temporary 
storage places, as well “as 
the forwarding agents, for them;
